RURAL SCHOOLS

E. 8. Hopkins, Instructor of Sci-| 
ence at Vermilion in Charge 
of Work 


B. 8. Hopkins, instructor in science 
at the Vermilion school of agriculture, 
is now in the city, having been 
brought in as director of the home| 
gardening scheme for school children, | 
and has his office in the department | 
of agriculture. The school gardens|/ 
will be conducted along similar lines 
as last year, but on a much larger} 
scale, and will include many new dis- | 
tricts, 

The department of agriculture and 
the department of education will co-| 
operate in the working out of the 
scheme, as inspectors of schools,teach- | 
ers and other school officials will un- | 
dertake the local organizations. This 
is the third year that the school gar- 
dne scheme has been in operation in 
the province and has ever been popu- 
lar. Last year there were nine school 
fairs held. 

The seed will in practically every 
case be distributed through these lo- 
cal organizations, At Claresholm and 
at Vermilion however the seed will be 
distributed from the schools of agri- 
culture, 

Literature Being Sent Out 

Literature on the subject has been 
prepared and is going out to the dif- 
ferent school teachers, after which it 
is expected that the initiative will be 
taken by the teacher, 

The primary object of the work is 
to interest and instruct the country 
pupils in agricultural subjects. The 
pupils will be encouraged to care for 
livestock and will be given the free 
seed to grow on their fathers’ farms. 
By actually handling this material 
themselves and by hearing instruction 
at the schools as to its care and culti- 
vation, it is thought they will develop | 
a more intelligent understanding about 
farming. Only good varieties of pota- 
toes and vegetable sced will be dis- 
tributed. | 

The children must care for their 
gardens themselves, and in the fall a 
fair will be held at a central point at 
which the students must exhibit the 
result of their summer's work. In ad- 
dition to the products of the seed dis- 
tributed, they may also exhibit at 
these fairs such specified articles as | 
graing, livestock, cooking, sewing. | 

What Will Be Distributed 

The vegtables that will be distrib- 
uted will be potatoes, carrots, beets, | 
parsnips, peas, turnips and mangolds, 
and the following flowers: Sweet peas, 
Alyssuim, nasturtiums, candy tuft, co- 
reopis and aster. 

All boys must raise two rows of 
potatoes, Those who have “seed” from 
the potatoes distributed last year may 
choose in its place one other vege- 
table. Those who did not receive po- 
tatoes last year or who have not saved | 
any “seed” will be given “seed” this 
year, In addition to potatoes the boys | 
may select a minimum of two and a 
maximum of four other seeds except- 
ing flowers, The girls must take flow- | 
ers and may select a minimum of two 
and’a maximum of four of any of the 
other seeds excepting potatoes,

Conference at Ottawa 

At the close of the conference held 
here this week of coal operators, Labor 
delegates and transportion representa- 
tives, with Mr. Neale, representing the 
United States fuel administration, and 
C. A. Magrath, dominion fuel controi- 
ler, a memorandum was submitted by 
Mr. Magrath covering the chief de- 
velopments of the conference which 
lasted for a couple of days. 

The memorandum contained the 
statemént that the United States fuel 
controller felt it is his duty to inform 
the Canadian fuel controller, so that 
he could pass the information to the 
western provinces of Canada, that the 
situation is as follows: 


1. That anthracite coal supplies to 
points in Western Canada will be very 
materially restricted during the pres- 
ent coal year, 

2. Under the circumstances, it is 
safe to predict that no American anth- 
racite coal will be avallable for ship- 
ment to points west of Winnipeg. - 

8. It is also proposed to restrict 
shipments of anthracite to Canadian 
lake ports during the early part of the 
present season. 

4. That the public, both in the east 
and west, must be given to understand 
distinctly, that conservation of coal 
must be practiced to the utmost ex- 
tent by all classes of consumers, 

Same Treatment 

Mr. Magrath’s memo said that Sir 
George Foster had been able to an- 
nounce that the attitude of the United 
States fuel administrator was that 
Canada would receive precisely the 
same treatment as the various states 
of the union. The western states had 
heen given to understand that they 
must use the softer coal of the west 
and that the available anthracite 
would have to be conserved for the 
purpose of supplying the eastern part 
of the union and the provinces of 
Ontario and Quebec, 

The sessions of the conferences were 
attended on behalf of the government 
by Sir George Foster, who acted as 
chairman, Hon. T. W. Crothers and 
Hon. Senator Robertson. There were 
present, in addition to Mr. Neale and 
Mr. Magrath, W. H. Armstrong, direc- 
tor of mining operations at Calgary; 
H. P. McCue, assistant fuel controller 
for Canada, at Pittsburg; and the 
representatives of the transportation, 
mine operators and labor unions 
throughout the mining areas of Can- 
ada. 

At the final meeting memoranda was 
presented from the mine operators of 
Nova Scotia and the western provinces 
and by W. P. Hinton, on behalf of tHe 
transportation companies, 


Western Coal 


The western coal operators stated 
their-ability to increase the production 
of bituminous coal by 1,280,000 tons, 
and of lignite coal by 1,225,000 tons, 
These increases would represent the 
amount of coal that could have been 
mined during the time the mines were 
{dle last year due to strikes and want 
of railway transportation, The figures 
would not hold good unless the same 
amount of labor was available as last 


year, and unless the railways were 
able to furnish transportation re- 
quired, 


The coal operators urged that deal- 
ers and the public take a large portion 
of their supply during the summer) 
months when the railroads are in 2 
position to handle it- 

The memo of the Nova Scotia opera-| 
tors stated that the production of 
Nova Scotia mines had been estimated 
at 5,950,000 tons but the production 
actually attained was 5,660,000 tons. 
The operators reported a considerable 
improvement in transportation facill- 
ties and pointed out that scarcity of 
labor had been the main factor in the 
reduction of output. They expressed 
the view that if the workmen would 
consent to work six full shifts every 
week an increase in production i» 
possible. The suggestion was made 
that the government should ask J. Ci 


Trades and Labor Council, to visit the 
mining centres of Nova Scotia and 
appeal to the workmen for the great-| 
est possible proauction.

Handicapping Production.

And the Military Ser- 
viee Act has been administered in 
a way that must inevitably throw

much erop he can sow and how 
much of what he sows he can har- 


vest. All the good advice and 


solemn admonitions the Ministers |

Success in live stock depends on 
breeding, feeding and weeding. In 
other words, the stockman must breed | 
right, feed right and discard all culls. 

“The eye of the master fatteneth 
the ox.” Therefore, develop the ob- 
serving eye that sees the beginning 
of trouble. 

The most important animal in any 
herd is the herdsman, 

Too much fresh air is just about 
enough, but there must be no draught. 

Experience’ teaches that cattle 
must have plenty of good, clean wa- 
ter and galt to make good gains, 

Use a heater or some device to take 
the chill off the water during the ex- 
tremely cold weather, 

Castrate bull calves when young 
and prevent the coarse, staggy steers.

The natural feed of cattle {s grass. | 
For the brush country of Alberta 
there is no pasture grass superior to 
Kentucky Blue Grass, In the prairie 
sections Western Kye Grass affords 
excellent pasturage during the sum-/| 
mer months. Winter rye, sown about 
August Ist, has no superior for late 
fall and early spring pasturage. It} 
may be pastured up to June Ist and | 
it will yield a grain crop of about 20) 
bushels per acre after that. | 

As the open range becomes fenced | 
the settler must give more attention! 
to the growing of the cultivated grass. 
For pasture tn the bush country sow 
Kentucky Blue Grass, in the prairie 
districts, Western Rye. 

For winter feed for cattle 
grain sheaf oats, turnips, 
und upland prairie hay. 

When prairie hay becomes scarce 
experiment with the clovers. If the 
seil contains a large percentage of 
clay try alsike clover If the clover 
lodges mix with it Western rye, In 
the prairie districts try the white 
sweet clovers, especially where the 
rainfall is light, 

The place to try out experiments 
with clover is last year’s potato patch, 
Do net plow it nor disc, but harrow 
often enough to keep weeds in sub- 
jection and sow about June Ist. It 
may be necessary to mow once or 
twice the first year to prevent weeds 
from going to seed.—Swifts Helpryl
